NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


WASHOE COHSTY. 


A. frightful railroad accident occurred 


at Puerto-Kortez Central America. A 
train- consisting 
of 
two 
passenger 


coaches, mail and bagging cars, jumped 
the track at Golden Kock curve, on the 
Amour mountain, falling a distance of 
70 feet. Nearly all on board were 
billed. 


Several days ago the Grand Canyon 


Coal Company struck oil at n depth of 
1,445 feet near Canyon city, Colorado. 
Boring had to be stopped until a pump 
was put in, on account oi the gas. 
The 


well now yields from five to eight bar- 
rels per day. It is thought by boring 
deeper it will greatly increase iu volume. 


The N. Y. Herald's Madrid special 


Jan, 24th says: The floods and gales 
that ravaged the entire peninsula for 
ten days past are the severest on record. 
The floods have caused the inundation 
of half the crop of oranges and lemons, 
and an immense loss, 
estimated at 


over &10,000,000, to the agricultural 
mterrsts. 


The steamer Wanderer arrived at New 


Orleans hst Monday, and brings news 
of great excitement in British Honduras 
over the shooting, by order of Presi- 
dent Barrias of Guatamalii, of Kev. H. 
Gillett, a Jesuit of Belize. UncTer the 
laws of Guatalamalii all Jesuits have 
been banished, and any caught in that 
republic are invariably executed. Father 
Gillett visited Guatainalu for his health. 
Immediately upon his arrival at Living- 
ston he was arrested, heavily ironed and 
sent to Gautamala City, where he was 
tried and sentenced, and executed on 
the 17th. 


[By the Surveyor General.) 


Washee County lies on the •western 


border of Ihe State and partly on the 
eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, and is particularly favored 
by nature in its geographical position 
and manifold resources. 


Its numerous valleys afford a rich 


prolific poil, which produces all the 
varieties of cereals, vegetables 
and 


fruits that are adapted to this altitude 
and latitude. 
The mountainous 
portions 
afford 


timber, lumber and fuel, as well as an 
abundance of water to moisten the arid 
soil of the valleys and to afford a cheap 
and durable power for manufacturing 
purposes. 
Its climate is mild and dry and 


healthful. 
While it may be classed as 


an agricultural county, almost every 
variety of minerals peculiar to this 
State may be found within its borders. 
The Pyramid and Peavine Mining Dis- 
tricts, yielding gold, silver, copper, 
iron, antimony, lead and other miner- 
als in considerable quantities, are des- 
tined to take a leading part in the pro- 
duction of gold aud silver. 


In the Steamboat Springs District 


may be found silver, gold and antimony; 
also, sulphur in large deposits. 
Cin- 


nabar is abundant one mile west of 
Sieamboat Springs, where works for 
producing quicksilver ha re been erect- 
ed and pat in successful operation. 
Alum springs are also fcuntl near the 
south end of Trucke* Valley; a fair 
article of plumbago has been discovered 
in the hills west of Washoe City. 
Salt, soda and borax deposits are abun- 
dant in the northern portion of the 
county. Placer gold mines have been 
worked for several years on the north- 
west slope of Peavine Mountains and 
at the south end of Washoe Valley. 


Tue Truckep 
Biver, which runs 


through the 
central portion of the 


county in an easterly direction, is a fine, 
bold, rapid stream of 
pure 
water, 


ubouding in fish of several varieties; of 
these, the native mountain trout is the 
most numerous.

NEW CHINESE TREATIES. 


It seems to us ttiat all Pacific Coast 


States would do well to make no fac- 
tious opposition to the new Chinese 
treaties. If we do not want them, cer- 
tainly the rest of the country does not. 
If we do not accept the present offer, 
;t may be lot g before we get as good a 
one again. We are glad, therefore, that 
die resolutions 
introduced into onr 


State Legislature opposing their ratifi- 
cation was voted down. Everybody on 
this coast was in favor of the fifteen 
Chinese passenger bill, which passed 
Congress last year; and many who now 
raise a voice oi dissatisfaction at the 
terms of the present treaties are the 
ones who raised the loudest howl against 
President Hayes, when he vetoed the 
bill on the ground that it conflicted with 
the treaties in existence between the 
United States and China. At that time 
the fifteen passenger bill was all that 
was required. It was just the thing; 
but now when the President's objec- 
tions are removed by the act ol the Em- 
peror of China, himself, and we are 
about to pet just what we have been so 
long demanding, this objection now 
raised comes with an exceedingly ill 
grace, that borders upon downright im- 
pudence and political cussedness. 
It 


will be strong evidence to the people of 
the East that onr past anti-Chinese de- 
clarations were not in good faith, but 
were only the monthings of unprin- 
cipled politicians, whose occupation, 
like that of Othello, will be gone, if 
they get what they have BO long been 
demanding. When Commissioner Swift 
went to China everybody well knew his 
object, and knew thc.t he went there to 
amend the existing treaties with that 
country so as to leave no question as to 
the right of the United States, under 
those treaties, to regulate or prohibit 
Chinese immigration to our shores. 
Swift has fully accomplished all that he 
went for—all that we asked of him, and 
now we find fault. Under the new 
treaty there can be no doubt that Con- 
gress can pass a law so restricting Chi- 
nese immigration as to practically pro- 
hibit it. There is but one unfavorable 
point about the whole matter, and that 
is no fault of the Emperor of China nor 
of Mr. Swift; that is English_ ships can 
engage in the coolie trade and ship 
them to the British possessions on our 
north—to Victoria and other points, 
and then run them across the line into 
Washington Territory, and thence all 
over the coast. The same traffic may 
also ba carried on from Mexican tern 
tories; but as they will not be English 
or Mexican subjects our Congress will 
have the power, probably, to prohibit 
them from crossing the line into the 
United States. At all events the pres- 
ent treaties are better than none, and 
are all that we can get at present, and 
we had better accept them with a good 
grace.

Population,

feet. 
This thriving town, the county seat 


of Washoe County, sprang into exist- 
ance on the completion of the Central 
Pacific Railroad to that point in May, 
18G8. 


Its first buildings were constructed 


of rough lumber, and presented none of 
the refinements of architecture which 
to-day adorn most of its public build- 
ings and private residences. 


It has been twice almost entirely de- 


stroyed by fire. The last great fire oc- 
curred ou March 2, 1879, when the 
principal business portion of the town 
«nb laid in rums and nearly $2,000,000 
worth of property destroyed. At this 
time, nearly two years later, it has, 
owing to the indubitable pluck and 
energy of its inhabitants nearly recov- 
ered from the effects of that disaster. 


The town is situated on both sides of 


the Truckee river, on the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad, at the junction of the 
Virginia ane Truckee Railroad and the 
Nevada and Oregon Railroad, and is 
the most important railroad center in 
the State. 
The Truckee Valley, surrounding it, 


is a thickly settled farming country, 
and has the appearance of a well-to-do 
farming community in the older States. 
Its thrifty, populous surroundings, and 
its extensive and growing trade with 
the North, northeastern California and 
southern Oregon, insures its continued 
prosperity. On completion the Nevada 
and Oregon Railroad the commercial 
interests of the town will be materially 
advanced. 
Rene has the finest passenger depot 


east of Sacramento on the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad; W. R. Cham- 
berlain is the proprietor.

The town 
is incorporated aud lighted with gas.

north to a point near Beckwith Pats, 
distant about thirty miles, has be*U pnt 
under contract, and is being npiily 
prepared by the united engiAMrtikg 
force of the company, for immediate 
construction and completion. 


The route selected possesses the 


unusual advantage of being, in evary 
respect, a natural highway from the 
mining regions of Nevada to the produc- 
tive plains and valleys lying ^o the 
north in the counties of Plnmas, Las- 
sen and Modoc, iu California, and of 
the southern and eastern Oregon, pass- 
ing through tho greatest cattle-produc- 
ing and the finest timber district on the 
Pacific slope. Irrespective of the busi- 
ness to be derived from the transporta- 
tion of gold silver, copper and iron 
ores, clay for pottery, fire-brick, wood, 
timber, and lumber in its^varions forms, 
cattle, sheep and hogs, it is safe to any 
that the income from the transportation 
of cattle alone, upon the completion of 
the first 1013 miles, will of itself more 
than equal the operating expenses and 
interest account, leaving the income 
from all other sources for clear profit.
